Plant 
them as you would early spring bulbs in permanent col- 
onies or drifts in the sunny rock garden, in the informal 
border, or along a slope, and let them naturalize. They 
not only come back, but increase vigorously from year 
to year. Shipped and planted in August they flower 
during the succeeding months. They like plenty of late 
fall and early spring sunshine.

So invaluable are gladioli for the summer garden 
that if no other flowers were grown except successive 
plantings of gladioli you would still have a long sum- 
mer season of colorful garden bloom, as well as a 
reservoir of beautiful cut flowers. They may be grown 
among perennials and annuals or in beds by them- 
selves.

Hymenocallis (Ssmene) 


Peruvian Daffodil 


The large white, amaryllis-shaped blossoms of 
hymenocallis, or Peruvian Daffodil, are carried on 
strong stems from two to three feet tall. They are de- 
liciously fragrant. The foliage consists of long, broad 
spears of rich green. For successive bloom the bulbs 
may be planted at two-week intervals from late April 
to mid-June. They are lifted in October for winter 
storage in a dry place of medium temperature. They 
grow vigorously and increase from year to year.

Hemerocallis (. Daylilies) 


The hybrid daylily, with its hardiness, loveliness of 
flowers and length of blooming season, is now de- 
servedly hailed as the perfect summer perennial. With 
little care it flowers abundantly and increases an- 
nually. 


Newer hybrids range from silver yellow, sometimes 
rose-tinted, through golden yellow to mahogany- 
brown. Blooming times vary from May to September. 
They should be planted copiously for sure garden 
flowers and for a steady supply of bud-filled stems 
for opening indoors.

Diherous Kooted Begonias 


For busy summer gardeners with problem shady 
areas tuberous begonias are ideal. Richly colored 
flowers often measuring five to six inches across, are 
freely produced right up to cool weather, when the 
tubers are lifted for winter storing. The dark green 
foliage is attractive in itself and the spectacular blos- 
soms make beautiful table decorations when floated 
in a shallow bowl. 


Tuberous begonias like from half to nearly full 
shade and good, loamy soil not thickly matted with 
roots. They need plenty of air so avoid planting them 
under trees or shrubs which sweep the ground. No 
summer care is needed except watering in very dry 
weather. 


The tubers may be planted outdoors about mid-May 
or potted in March or early April for transplanting out- 
side about June 1. Blooms naturally come earlier from 
plants started indoors. 


Top-sized tubers of the double camellia-flowered 
type are offered in the following colors: Rose, Salmon, 
Red, White, Copper, Orange.
